Power flow 
to the rear wheels is smooth and steady through the 
straight-line drive train with large tubular shafts and 
needle-bearing universal joints. On all models, efficient, 
high-capacity tube-and-fin type radiators are protected 
from road shock damage by cushioned U-type supports.

For more performance the new 240 six 
cylinder engine is offered as an option on the Econoline 
and is standard on all other parcel deliveries except P100. 
This is a completely new engine featuring a seven main 
bearing crankshaft for greater rigidity and larger bearing 
surfaces for longer engine life. The 240 also features 
special alloy steel exhaust valves, hydraulic valve lifters, 
specially hardened camshaft lobes and a rotor type oil 
pump which improves oil distribution at low engine speeds. 
For parcel users a 300 six is offered as an option. Also 
optional on parcels, the 220 diesel has a fully balanced 
crankshaft, replaceable wet cylinder liners, free turning 
valves, precision made four way fuel injectors for efficient 
fuel dispersion. When it comes to TRANSMISSIONS the 
Econoline and P100 three-speed model features synchro- 
mesh on all speeds. You can engage any gear without 
stopping and make fullest use of engine power. Driving 
strain is reduced and drivers are encouraged to make 
better use of the transmission, cutting wear on engine, 
drive train, etc. On larger models the three-speed medium 
duty and four-speed manual transmissions are available.
